F. Batchelder, Harley B. Morse and Robert J. Coleman, 
citizens of the State of Colorado, United States of America, tender to you and to the proper 
officers in charge of the United States Mint at Philadelphia a bar or ingot of Silver Bullion 
marked and identified as follows: From Boston and Colorado S. M. Co. - Fine - Fine, weighing 
five hundred fourteen and eight-tenths ounces, Troy, nine hundred and ninety-nine fine, and 
demand as of right under the Constitution and Faws of the United States that the said Silver 
Bullion be received and coined into silver dollars of the weight of four hundred and twelve and 
one-half grains Troy standard silver, for the use and benefit of the depositors, and without 
unnecessary delay.
